Among alt the varieties of things that lite 


now, or havo lived in former ages, there has 
boau nono but what its nature and habits 
have been in some measure investigated "and 
explained,by naturalists. Their researches 
havo included 'all,* from .tho Animalcule that 
hidos itself in nothingnesi, to tbo Mastodons 
whoso skeletons in tho Animal kingdom have 
como down to ui, liko the Pyramids in the 
kingdom of Art, as monuments of a greatness 
thnt no longer exists.

which it is quite likely they may do'. For "one 
of tho chief peculiarities of it is, that it is al 
ways taken for something else by those 'who 
•re the most intimate and familiar with it.. It 
has boon, and still id supposed by many to 
possess n miraculous power of caring diseases. 
It has consequently been captured in great 
quantities, and preparations of it in bottles, 
boxes, &c.t arc cagorly sought for by tho af- 
flicted, who only abandon ono form of tbo ar- 
ticle, to try another with as little success. Tho 
makers of patent medicines have taken advan- 
tage of tho popular error on this subject, and 
all their remedies, however many different 
names they may havii, are found, upon a ra- 
tional, if not chemical analysis, to bo composed 
chiolly of the very insect I xm treating of. 


It has been seen hovering in tho heavens, 


and in tho eyes of many persons assumed the 
form and appearance of a fiery cloud, about to 
rain down its contents upon tho earth and 
consume it. And a great number wore only 
convinced that sueh a disaster would not tako 
place, by seeing that it did not. 


Again, it was seen moving upon the waters, 


nnd some imagined that it kindled them into 
aflame which1 warmod and' illuminated the 
whole earth, nnd it required perhaps one of 
the coldest winters known for many years to 
convince them that water was not fire. 


But, MraiiRU as it may nocm, another .class 


of persons having discovered n ^as surround- 
ing this insect, that being its natural atmos- 
I'lhore,'' imiig'mcd this gas to possess a wonder- 
ful power to extinguish fires.. But after being 
at great expense to try the experiment, they 
found out that the only thing it effectually 
extinguished was their hope of making a for- 
tune .by'it. 


But"tho most singular fact I Imvo learned 


concerning > it • is, that it has lately created 
great astonishment by manifesting itsolf to 
tho ear, while wholly invisible to tho eye. It 
eiitan a houso, and alighting upon tho wall, 
»'table,'or a chair, tho sound of-its feet—of 
which it has so many, that there is little hope 
of overseeing it on its'" last legs"—resembles 
a gentle " rapping," which many havo sup- 
posed to bo made by spiritual knuckles, not 
detecting tho. presence of this insect; though 
they may havo seen it n thousand times be- 
fore. . • , ; • •

These am a few of tho many remarkable 


ways -in which it has heretofore appeared. 
How it wilt show itself hereafter, I cannot 
toll; but I doubt whether it will over bo seen 
without having under tho shadow of its wings 
* doorkeeper, or somebody lo be paid, before 
it can bo seen to the best advantage. Various 
preparations of it may be found at most of tho 
Druggists and'Apothecaries in tho country, 
and'in fact there nra but few traders of any 
kind who do not have it to sell. If any should 
wish to,obtain additional information concorn: 
ing It,-(hoy can do so by attending most of the 
popular lectures and exhibitions of the day. 


Lost any ono should suppose this insect to 


bo entirely fictitious, I feel called upon lo as- 
sort that it is a genuine buy, and that its hum 
lias often boen'so loud, to uiy knowledge, that 
I should have imagined that oven a deaf man 
might have heard it.
